Pittsburgh, 
Pp.—The 
Allegheny 
county 
commissioners 
who 
have 
recommended the destruction of the 
jail here find th a t their proposal is 
opposed by the Associated A rtists of 
Pittsburgh, who regard th e jail build­ 
ing as “one of the finest structures of 
medieval a rt.” 
In a statem ent of 
protest 
which 
they voiced, the artists declared that 
the destruction of the building would 
be “vandalism.” 
The jail is one of a group of coun­ 
ty buildings which are said to he the 
finest examples of architecture in the 
United States. However, 
the 
State 
W elfare Board recommended the re­ 
modeling of a section of the jail build­ 
ing because of poor sanitary condi­ 
tions that it said exist there. 
The commissioners countered with 
the proposal to raze the entire stru c­ 
ture. utilize the site for a public plaza 
and build a new jail on a less valuable 
site. The counter proposal brought th#* 
protest from the artists. 
“ If the report is made th a t the 
property on which the jail stands is 
too valuable for a jail building,” the 
statem ent of the protest says, “we re­ 
ply that since the building is one 
of the finest in America, the most 
valuable piece of land 
is the only 
fitting place for it.”
